The primary 
sources are our candidate questionnaire which is sent to every candidate running 
in eastern Pennsylvania and the candidate's voting record if he or she has held 
office prior to this election. We also obtain information from the mass media, 
meetings with candidates, Project Vote Smart, and candidate forums. Other civil 
rights organizations have also supplied PA-GALA with information on candidates 
including: The Human Rights Campaign, the National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force, the Philadelphia Lesbian and Gay Task Force and the Pennsylvania Civil 
Rights Initiative, the Statewide Pennsylvania Rights Coalition, the Liberty City 
Lesbian and Gay Democratic Club, the Log Cabin Republican Club, and the 
Centerfor Lesbian and Gay Law and Public Policy.
